JUDGE THORNTON'S LETTER. 
We inyite the attention of voters of the Fifth 
Judicial Di to the letter of Judge Thornton 
printed in this day’s TumUns. Judge Thornton 
has resigned his seat on the Supreme Bench, and 
is, therefore, free to speak of his associates. 
Judge Thornton is a Democrat, was elected in a 
strong Democratic district, and, if there were any 
antagonism of judgment resulting from politica) 
bias, it would naturally occur between him and 
Judge Lawrence. Whatever may have been the 
differences in opinion between the Judges on any 
of the multiplied questions submitted to 
them, Judge Thornton bears witness to the learn- 
ing, ability, and fearless independence of 
Judge Lawrence. He reviews the charge chat 
the latter is the friend of railway monopolies, 
and so thoroughly explodes this calumny that 
no decent man will hereafter repeat it. Judge 
Thornton further states that last winter Judge 
Lawrence urged upon his fellow-Judges to con- 
sider and decide the Alton Railway case at an 
early day, in order that, if the law of 1869 should 
be found defective, the defect might be pointed 
out by the Court in time for the Legislature then 
in session to make the needed correction. The 
case was taken up, examined by the Judges, and 
the unanimous conviction prevailed that the 
law was fatally defective, not because it 
provided penalties for unjust discrimi- 
nations, but because it prohibited any 
| discrimination under any circumstances, 
and refused to the defendant the right of offer- 
ing testimony in defense or in explanation of the 
discrimination charged. The right of defense 
is coequal with the right to accuse, and no man 
or corporation can be made to suffer in his per- 
son, his liberty, bis property, or his franchises 
without a trial according to the forms of law, 
and one of these forms is the right to be heard 
in defense. Judge Thornton, who is one of the 
Judges who united in that judgment, calls at- 
tention to the fact that the opinion of the Court, 
as read by Judge Lawrence, practically decides 
that the discrimination charged in that case— 
demandiag greater rates for transportation from 
*| Chicago to Lexington than from. Chicago to 
Bloomington on the ground of competition—was 
unjust, and would bave been punishable had the 
law permitted the Company to make a defense,and 
had the penalties been at all commensurate with 
the wrong inflicted. Here there was a practical 
affirmation of the power of the State to legis- 
late for the punishment of such a discrimina- 
tion, and a declaration by the Court that, had 
not the existing statute been so manifestly in- 
valid in the other particulars, and the penalty so 
disproportionate with the offense, judgment 
would have been rendered against the Company. 
The Legtalature, acting under the suggéstions of 
the Court, promptly remedied the defects in the 
previous law. The circumstance that the Alton 
Railway Company, immediatély upon that de- 
cision, proceeded to remodel its tariff of freight, 
abolishing discriminations and establishing uni- 
formity in its charges, shows more conclusively 
than anything else that the corporations are not 
prepared to go before Judge Lawrence again 
with the same kind of a case under the amended 
law.

Gen. Van Buren has been a re- 
spected citizen of New York, against whom 
no scandal has ever been uttered. The posi- 
tion of Commissioner which he assumed 
was one rather of honor than of profit. 
There is abundant evidence that he has worked 
diligently to make the American representation 
at Vienna respectable and creditable. The dis- 
grace attached to his removal is one that will 
follow him and his family long after the present 
interest in the Vienna Exposition shall have 
subsided. It is a disgrace that has spread 
abroad throughout the world and has tarnished 
the American national reputation, which was 
not in a condition to bear up under any new evi- 
dences of corruption. His removal, therefore, 
should not have been ordered upon mere 
suspicion or irresponsible charges. It could 
only be juetified by evidence of the most con- 
vincing character that Gen. Van Buren had been 
guilty of porrupt administration of his office. 
If the Government is in possession of such 
evidence, it should be made public. _ 

Gen. Van Buren accuses Mr. John Jay, the 
Minister of the United States at Vienna, of hav- 
ing practically organized a conspiracy against 
him, and intimates that Mr. Jay was jealous of 
the honors and attentions that Gen. Van Buren 
would be likely to receive as the head of the 
American Commigsion. This impression on the 
part of Gen. Van Buren, even if he is innocent 
of the corruption imputed to him, may be at- 
tributed to his indignation at the treatment he 
has received, and his knowledge of the fact that 
Minister Jay had been chiefly instrumental in 
securing his disgrace. That Minister Jay played 
so important a part in the suspension of Gen. 
Van Buren, however, furnishes an additional 
reason why there should be a thorough investi- 
gation of: the whole affair. Minister Jay 
is a man of aristocratic notions, which 
have been developed in his residence abroad, 
and he attaches more importance to the forms 


of etiquette that obtain at European Courts than 


Americans generally. If Minister Jay has been 
moved on account of mere formal objections to 
Gen. Van Buren's administration, or by any 
other reason than that of protecting the Ameri- 
can Government from palpable abuses and dis- 
graces, it is fit that this should be known, and 
that the shamefulness of the situation should 
be turned against the Minister instead of 
the Commissioner. Mr. Jay should, ore, 
insist upon a production of the proofs against 
Gen. Van Buren, in justice to himself. So far 
as was known, there have been but two specific 
cases of corruption alleged against Gen. Van 
Buren. One of these was that a Mr. Kitzel paid 
Van Buren $500 for his place in the American 
Department. Van Buren demanded the privi- 
lege of confronting Kitzel before the whole 
Commission, if he had made this charge, ahd 
the reply from the Legation was, that he had 
never made the statement imputed to him. The 
other case was that announced from New York 
a day or twoago, in which John Sutherland, a 
well-known restaurateur of Liberty street, New 


York, is alleged to have made a statement to the 


State Department to the effect that Van Buren 
came to him and offered him a place for a res- 
taurant in the Exposition if Sutherland would 
divide the profits. This assertion still needs to 
be confirmed. 
Gen. Van Buren intimates in his letter to Sec- 
retary Fish that the charges against him will be 
changed from that of corrupt administration of 
his office to that of general mismanagement. 
This will not do. The removal was not based on 
this ground. It was distinctly given out to the 
whole world that Gen. Van Buren had been guil- 
ty of using his position as a vehicle for specula- 
tion, that he had sold out appointments and receiv- 
ed money for preferred places in the Exposition. 
A policy of management may be differently re- 
garded by different persons, and the grossest 
mismanagement on Gen. Van Buren's part #ould 
have been preferable to the national disgrace of 
a corrupt use of his office. Corruption was the 
charge, and it is only direct and substantiated 


proof of this charge that will justify President 


Grant, Secretary Fish, and Minister Jay in 
the course they have taken. Gen. Van Buren 


says: 

the rights of a citizen, and an officer who 
has received his authority from the President and Sen- 
ate of the United States, and who, without conviction 
of any offense, is, by telegram, disgraced before the 
world, to be restored to my legitimate position, and to 


have my character vindicated as openly as it has been 


assailed, and by the same high authority. 
Gen. Van Buren does not ask too much if he 


has been abused. If he is guilty of the charges 
made against him, the American people are en- 
titled to the proofsvf it, that it may incite them 
to renewed efforts to break down the corruption 
of our day and country. 


THE RATIO OF SEX IN CRIME. 
At the recent meeting of the Social Sciente 
Convention at Boston, Dr. Edward Jarvis, of that 
city, read a paper on the physiological origin of 
crime and its relations to sex. The interest in 
the paper was in no slight degree enhanced by 
the reputation of the author as a statistician. 
The discussion was anable one. It described 
the manifold kinds and degrees of crime ; crimes 
against the person, crimes against property, 
crimes against public order, decency, and 
against one’s self. In all these crimes, there is 
a strong bodily influence over the moral state. 
They are produced by different motives and 
causes in the mind and heart. Those prone to 
one form of crime will shrink from others. The 
animal appetites and propensities are often 
cultivated until they obtain the mastery. In 
such cases, persons become slaves to desires they 
cannot resist. Conscience is weakenéd, moral 


and we may become criminal. He claimed 


that there were other sensualities that are so de- 
veloped as to lead to wrong. The state of the 
body corrupts the sensibilities, perverts the un- 
derstanding, paralyzes conscience, and leads to 
thoughts and acts which, ina healthier condi- 
tion, would be avoided. Disease often makes 
the naturally amiabie and just irritable, selfish, 
and exacting. The temper and judgment are af- 
fected by the digestion. When digestion is easy, 
everything is in harmony ; whenit is painful, the 


temper is inflamed and suspicious. Drunken- 


ness excites the brain, and may make the man 
capable of any crime. So with any disturbance 


which the mind was the controling power and 
the crimes in which the mind was overwhelmed 
by the unmixed animal sppetites, Dr. Jarvis 
states that twenty years ago he was induced to

and private decorum. From the mass of mate- 
rial at his service he classified crime under two 
general heads: 1. Those against person and 
property, in which the end sought was self- 
gratification at the cost of others; these 
requiring the aid of intellect in their exe- 
cution. 2. The sensualists, the intemperate, 
the night-walkers, vagrants; those whose of- 
fenses began and ended in themselves, having 
no purpose to injure others: An analysis of 
132,468 committals showed that men were more 
prone to crimes of injury, and that women were 
more prone to sensuality. But, not satisfied 
with this examination, he extended it further, 
and, taking the criminal records of Massachu- 
setts, Boston, New York City, and London, the 
aggregate of convictions was’ 806,723, of which 
for crimes against persons and property 243,273 
were by males, and 65,000 by females ; while the 
division as to sex of the other class of crimes 
was: males, 260,257 ; women, 232,535. The ratio 
of comparative liability of the sexes to commit 
these two classes of crimes is thus shown ;

more than three-fourths of them all, offended 
against themselves, against their own health, 
peace, and interest. Their offenses required no 
aid of the intellect, no plan, no purpose, no rea- 
son; while, on the other hand, the majority of 
the offenses of the males were against persons 
and property; they were accomplished with plan, 
purpose, and reason, by the aid of intellect, and 
were intended to benefit or gratify the offenders 
at the cost of others. The crimes of men were 
crimes of selfishness; those of women were of 
self-sacrifice. The several average repetition of 
crimes by the same person was 1.82; but among 
women it was 3.46 for each; or, in other words, 
while each 100 male criminals went to prison 182 
times, 100 female criminals went 346 times. 
This is incidental to the character of the 
crimes committed by the respective sexes. 
Another deduction is, that the offenses to which 
women are prone are far léss injurious to so- 
ciety than those committed by men. For every 
100 female criminals of all ages there are 170 
males; that these male offenders are at war 
against society, and far more dangerous to 
public safety. It is also shown that even in the 
line of offenses to which women are most ad- 
dicted they are far outnumbered by the men; 
and this result is attained, too, in spite of the 
fact that society is less lenient to women than 
to men; it demands a higher morality of that 
sex, and is more ready to punish them for 
transgressions than it is to punish their brothers.

The charges of corruption against the Hon. 
Ezra Cornell, in which it is alleged that he en- 
deavored to sell out for hig own benefit the land- 
grant of a million acres made to the State of 
New York for the establishing of Agricultural 
Colleges, has induced the Rochester Union and 


Advertiser to take the ground that the diversion | 
ot this land-grant from the purposes for which | 
Congress appropriated it was the original wrong. 


Congress made the grant of this land to New 
York among the other States for the endowment 
and 
teach such branches of learning as are related 
to agricultnre and the mechanic arts,” 
and “to promote the liberal and practical 
education of the industrial classes in the several 
pursuits and professions in life.” New York's 
share of the land-grant, being 990,000 acres, was 
turned over to the Cornell University, on condi- 
tian that Ezra Cornell should endow the institu- 
tion with $500,000,—a condition which has since 
been fulfilled. Ezra Cornell and Andrew D. 
White, now President of the Cornell University, 
were at the time members of the New York Senate, 
and exerted themselves to secure this disposal of 
the College Land Scrip. The Legislature of New 
York was then Republican, and the land-grant 
was turned over in bulk to this one institution. 
The Union and Advertiser maintains that it was 
a misuse of the land according to 
the terms of the Congressional grant; 


that it was the evident intention that several 


colleges should be established, and that there is 
now not one college in the State, not even Cor- 
nell Collegé, that supplies the educational facili- 
ties which Congress intended to give. The 


charge which Mr. MoGuire made against Mr. | 
Cornell in the New York Assembly was, that Cor- 


nell endeavored to dispose of 100, 000 ares of 
this land, worth $60 per acre, to a land company 
of which he was the pripcipal stockholder, at 68 
por acre. It was further charged that Mr. Cor- 
nell subsequently made a transfer of the land at 
$4.50 per acre in a mannerin which he was sus- 
peoted of having a personal interest. The New 
York Legislature has authorized Gov. Dix to 
appoint Commissioners who are: to investigate 
the whole matter. 


A few days ago, Gen. Weitzel, Col. Comstock, 
and the officers in charge of the lake survey, ac- 
companied by Gov. Bagley, of Michigan, Sena- 
tor Chandler, and Mr. James F. Joy, the railway 
magnate, took a steamer from Detroit, arid pro- 
ceeded up the river on the first survey with ref- 
erence to the building of a bridge across the St.

The manner of transporting the 
cars at present fs to move them across the 
channels in huge steam ferry-boats. The pro- 
cess is slow, and involves considerable expense. 
On this account it may be expected that a great 
pressure will be made to secure from the United 
States Engineers a report favorable to the erec- 
tion of a bridge, and it may be that such a re- 
port should be made. It will not be well, how- 
ever, to obstruct the use of the natural high- 


ways of commerce, for the reason that, if no 


present means is known for overcoming the ob- 
stacles which the railways meet without inter- 
fering with river and lake commerce, some 
means will be invented in the future, and it 
would be wise to await such a time. 


It is cited in illustration of Senator Morton’s 


dictum, that *‘ Ours is the best Civil Service on 


the planet,“ that the Postmaster at Bamberg, 
Bamwell County, 8. C., cannot read writing. 
This deficiency has been mildly criticised by some 
of the residents of Bamberg, who have been sub- 
jected to the annoyance, natural to such a con- 


| dition of things, of having their mail missent. 


The Bamberg Postmaster, however, is a colored 
man, and it is possible that the Administration 
refrains from removing him for fear that such 


action would be construed as a violation of the 


provisions of the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution. It is difficult to conceive, how- 
ever, that the President has been very seriously 
inconvenienced by the enforcement of the Civil

The Portland (Me.) Argus charges the United 


States Marshal of that State with compelling 
physicians and others who have given away or 
sold liquor in cases of sickness to pay him 
money to avoid a criminal prosecution. It fur- 
nishes the proofs in the case, and charges that 
informers have been traveling through the 
State, pretending to be sick, and, after having got 
liquor on this pretext, have used the United 
States officials as instruments to carry out their 
blackmailing operations. The Argus calls the 
attention of the United States District Attorney 
and Commissioner to the proceedings of the 
Marshal, and demands that this blackmailing of 
gentlemen who happened to have liquor and 
furnished it, as they supposed to relieve 
ing, shall cease.
